The story of Mr. Samuel Hays’ efforts to obtain 
money from Mr. R. B. Brown, in consideration for 
which tne latter was to receive the Congressional 
nomination in the Ninth District, has brought to 
light a similar affair in which Mr. Hays, it is as- 
serted, figured more successfully two years ago. In 
the latter instance Mr. Hays, who was then Post- 
master, is charged with having obtained from Dr. 
McLean, at the time the latter ran for Congress, the 
aum of $1,000. This sum was paid to Mr. Hays by 
Dr. McLean, with the understanding that one-half 
of the amount was to be paid to the Giobe-Democrat

DOING BADLY. 

While the dissensions of the Democracy in 
Missouri offer to their enemies a rare opportun- 
ity, the opposition is evidently lacking in lead- 
ership, intelligence and coherency.

instead of improving, it is going from bad to 
worse. Yesterday the news came that its can- 
didate for treasurer had taken his name off the 
ticket.

The logic of the demand for a change at 
Washington applies with but little, if any, less 
force to, the local contest in Missouri.

The cankers of a long lease of power have 
come out most offensively in every year of 
Governor CRITTENDEN’S administration. The 
failure of the Democratic convention to cauterize 
them shows that they are incurable while a 
large and seemingly irreversible majority 
emboldens the party managers with a sense of 
irresponsibility.

Leaving her in a boat with a sailor and 
a lad named, -RKicHARD PARKER, they 
were at sea fot two weeks without food, and 
the Caßtain at last proposed that they should 
dra lots to decide which should be killed and 
eaten to save the lives of the other three. One 
of the men objected to this and insisted that 
they had better all die together. After several 
days more of suffering, the Captain and mate 
agreed to kill, and theCaptain did kill, the lad 
Parker. The three survivors, living on his 
blood and flesh, were subsequently rescued and 
tried on their own statements of the case. The 
sailor, as a subordinate, having no hand in the 
killing, was acquitted, but the Captain and 
mate were convicted of manslaughter. What 
the punishment will be has not yet been an- 
nounced in the cable reports, but the sentence 
will doubtless make full allowance for the miti- 
gating circumstances of their terrible suffer- 
ings and state of mind. 

But this decision does not cover the case of a 
boat-load of catt-aways in dire extremity 
who, by unanimous consent or by 
vote of a considerable majority, 
cast lots to determine which of them shall die 
that the others may live. The courts would 
have to recognize such a proceeding as an 
orderly ex@eution of the law of self-preserva- 
tion, invoked by an exigency and a necessity 
superceding all other laws. In a case tried at 
Philadelphia in 1842, the Judge declared that, 
if a majority of the passengers afloat in the 
boat of a ship wrecked at sea had thrown some 
of their companions overboard because the boat 
could not carry them all, the overwhelming 
necessity would have excused the act. But, as 
in that case the eight or nine sailors had, with- 
out casting lots, assumed the responsibility of 
throwing fourteen unmarried males overboard, 
to save themselves and eighteen other passen- 
gers, the sailor who took the lead in the matter 
was convicted and sentenced to a brief term of 
imprisonment, The court, in that case, also 
held that the officers and crew of a ship carry- 
ing passengers were under a legal obligation to 
save the lives of the passengers rather than to 
sacrifice them to save themselves. 


Tun Kansas City Star is an independent 
paper which supports CLEVELAND, and is in 
favor of making tariff reform the issue in every 
Congressional district except the Fifth Missouri.

PAUPER LABOR IN OHIO. 


Lack of Prosperity in the Mining Regions 
as Seen by Gen, Cary. 
Jackson C. H., Ohio, Correapondence of the World. 

I have just visited some of the ore banks in this 
iron and coal-producing section of Ohio. Republic- 
an orators told the toiling miners in 1876 that if the 
Democracy got control of the Government un- 
der the leadership of Tilden, the furnace fires would 
be extinguished, iron mills would be deserted, and 
the wood-choppers, coal and iron-diggers would be 
without employment or working at starving wages. 
They would be reduced to the condition of the pau- 
per laborers in Europe; that if the Republican par- 
ty was continued in power night would be turned 
into day by the furnace fires; that the workers 
would receive good wages and be prosperous. A 
confiding people believed these orators and voted 
the Republican ticket. How have these promises 
been kept and the expectations realised? What are 
the facts? Most of the furnace fires are out, and 
the tall chimneys are the habitations of owls and 
bats. The enterprising operators are either bank- 
rupts or in greatly reduced. circumstances. The 
ore-diggers are either idle or working at starving 
wages. There are hundreds of families ip Law- 
rence and Jackson Counties who must have county 
aid or starve. InJackson County, rich in mineral 
resources, in a population of less than 25,000, there 
are 690 paupers, and five times that number who 
should have aid to make them comparatively com- 
fortable. To-day, i company with the Hon. Irvine 
Dungan, an ex-Senator and prominent lawyer of 
Jackson County, I visited some of the ore 
banks to learn for myself the conditions and pros- 
pects of the miners. In all my travels in Europe I 
have never seen such destitution and want. There 
I found women and children barefooted, with pick 
and shovel, working laboriously at the ore banks. 
The average earnings of the men and women do not 
exceed twenty-five eents per day, and very many 
do not get fifteen cents per day, and they are paid 
in store goods at the merchant's own prices. Flour, 
bacon apd other necessaries of life command from 
them the highest prices. The operators are not to 
blame for they are on the trembling verge of bank- 
ruptcy. Iasked some of these poor creatures why 
they did not go and find homes in the West. (Not 
one in a hundred of them own the shanty in which 
they stay.) The reply was: We cannot get away 
and can hardly stay where we are.“ 

Some of these half-fed and half-tiothed miners 
are shouting for Blaine and Logan ana are afraid 
that ifthe Democratic party succeeds, the tariff, 
which so protects American Labor,“ will be modi- 
fied. 7 
Many of them feel that they have been misled and 
deceived, and say if this is protection they want no 
more of the same kind. The same orators who made

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AT THE EXPOSITION, 


Or all the hits ever made by the Post-Dispaton 
but few have met with a more popular reception 
than its denunciation of claims to the highest ar- 
tistic merit set up by the critics on behalf of Max's 
painting of the child murderer. This opinion I 
reached while I spent an odd ten minutes in front of 
the picture in a vain endeavor to discover a hitherto 
unreveaied something which might supply a ground 
for genuine admiration, and it was the conversation 
of the passer-by which helped meto reach it. The 
atrocious ferocity of the untamed artists’ conception 
drew forth expressions of disgust from a large ma- 
jority, and nearly every one of this mind had a fa- 
vorable word to say of the editorial in question, whose 
circulation must have been remarkably wide. It 
seemed to be much more familiar with the public 
than the learned criticisms which had 
awarded the painter such undeserved praise; in fact 
many on approaching the picture alluded to it 
as the one which the Post-Dispaton had that arti- 
cle about.” 


One of the victims of this misguided infatuation 
defended the pictorial monstrosity on the ground 
that the play of Hamlet“ introduced such painful 
topics as murder, seduction, insanity and suicide. 
He could not well have made a more unfortunate 
selection for his comparison. It is in the treatment, 
not in the selection of his subject, 
that the painter falls short of artistic merit. 
In the gzedy 3 the horrible crimes belong- 


ing tothe story are almost all most skillfully 
revealed by the simple means of narration. Even 
when old eaves-dropping Polonius is disposed of a 
kindly arras conceals the physical part of the hor- 
ror. If Max had been in the realistic line of the 
dramatic instead of the painting business he would 
have made the public acquainted with the sin of 
Claudius and Gertrude by means of one or 
more maudlin love scenes; he would have 
given us a full view of Poionius' killing and subse- 
quent dying contortions. Ophelias mad scene 
would have been located in the “noisy” ward of a 
private aswum, and her death would have been im- 
proved by the presence of a running brook (real 
water) into whichshe would have plunged boldly, 
and afterwards have risen for the regulation third 
time before her ultimate les and final disap- 
pearance, supplied the cue for the welcome fall of 
the curtain. e poisoned queen would have been 
allowed ample time in which to supply physical 
proof of the potent nature of the drugged potion. 
and the wind-up of all would have come in the sha 
of the arrival of four ambulances from the Elsinore 
City Dispensary to carry off the rigid remains of the 
deceased. On the whole it does not seem that the 
comparison between the delightful hard and the 
unpleasant painter isa happy one, or that it helps 
out the cause of the critics very greatly. 


Wrrnovr wishing to bring the Exposition saleslady 
again too prominently before the public, I cannot 
help remarking that Exposition history is only re- 
peating itself in her presence here. Eleven years 
ago, when the Chicago Exposition was opened, one 
of its great attractions was that supplied by the

There are four landscapes in one corner of Gallery 
B of the Exposition art hall that the most critical 
might well desire to possess. They are varied in 
character, in tone and in feeling, but are on the 
same plane of perfection. These are Nos. 7%, 76, 77 
and 126, No. 78 is entitled Sunset, Early Winter.“ 
and is from the brush of W. 8. Macy of New York. 
The artist gives us a picture of a country by-way as 
geen after the first fall of snow. The leaves have 
been nearly all blown from the trees, the few brown 
Severe. The snow does -not cover all the earth, for 
here and there dead vegetation can be seen. The 
branches of the trees show plainly against the cold, 
cloudy sky, and a feeling of coldness is in the atmos- 
phere. Along line of yellow marks the horizon. 
The darkness is closing in on the earth and the land- 
scape has been caught at just that moment when 
the last flicker of sun is in the sky. The pict- 
ure suggests the season andthe hour when one 
is most inclined to indulge in serious 
thought, the fall of the year and the close of day. 

It suggests the lonely walk home through the first 
snow, wnen the chill is kept out by thoughts of the 
bright fire and the warm welcome at the end.

umpire’s work.” Yes; but how? 1. By allowing 
the batsman to call for either a high or low ball, but 
let any ball pitched between the head and the knee, 
over the plate, be considered a fair ball; and then, 
to counterbalance this, let the batsman take his base 
on five or six balis not properly pitched, for it is in 
this discrimination of high and low t our 
umpires have been most puzzled and have failed to 
give satisfaction. 2. It is absolutely essential for an 
umpire, in rendering a close decision, that he should 
be in a position to see whether a man is out or not, 
and not to guess at it, as they generally do. (I refer 
to close decisions at first and second bases.) The 
rule says that the ball shall arrive at first base be- 
fore the runner. Now, in nine times out of ten 
when the ball and runner arrive at the 
same time, the runner is erroneously declared out; 
many times be is given out when he has arrived 
clearly in advance of the ball, all for the simple 
reason that the umpire could not see. The same is 
true concerning the “stealing to second ty 

Player is put out there time and time again because 
the second baseman makes a motion as though he 
were touching the runner, when in reality he does 
not come within a foot of him. Then as regards to 
third base, we occasionally have men coming 
“home” almost direct from second base, without go- 
ing anywhere near third base, and the umpire does 
not seit. How can he see it when his attention is 
directed to another play going on at the same time? 
The same is true of men coming home from third 
base after a “fly” has been caught. How often do 
they leave the base before the ball is caught? 
But the umpire can not see it; nor can he see wheth- 
er the runner touches every “bag” while he is mak- 
ing a circuit of the bases. What then is the reme- 
dy for this? Why simply do as they doin cricket— 
“have two umpires,” one stationed at the home 
plate“ to decide on all questions of balls, strikes, 
tair and foul flys, etc., and the other's duty shall be 
to decide on all matters concerning t : 
and to this end, this umpire shouid station himself 
near first base, so that he could plainly see whether 
the player arrives before the ball or not. Then he 
should run with the base runner down to second base 
and see whether he arrived there safely or not; he 
should then return to his first position, for then all 


would be plain . 

Then the audience would respect his decisions, 
for they would realize that he was in a position to 
know. Then knowing that a second umpire 
was watching them, the players would de very 
careful to touch every base, and the un running 
from second dase to the home plate“ would be a 
thing of the past. Again, the audience would rec- 
ognize in the presence of two good umpires no 
partisan feeling on their part, but simply two ma- 
chines doing their alloted work. If this simple 
ion should be followed, next year we could 
all go to base-ball matches with greater satisfaction, 
for we should feel that there would be no bull-doz- 
ing or mobbing of umpires, no kicking by players 
aud that the best club would in all probability win.
